A Regulation further to amend the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
Regulation, 1876. 

Whereas there is no provision in the Andaman and Nicobar Islands 
Regulation, 1876 for the levy of a lower rate of duty of excise, counter¬ 
vailing duty or special duty, op liquor manufactured or produced in, or 
brought into, the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands for 
consumption by the personnel of naval, military or air force or of any 
other armed force of the Union; 

And whereas it is considered necessary to empower the Administrator 
to prescribe a lower rate of duty of excise, countervailing duty or special 
duty in respect of liquor manufactured or produced in, or brought into, 
the Union territory of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands for consumption 
by the personnel of naval, military or air force or of any other armed 
force of the Union;

Now, THERETOHE, in exercise-of t’tlie powers conferred by article 240 of 
the Constitution, the President is leased to promulgate the following 
Regulation made by him; — 

1. (1) This Regulation may be called the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands (Amendment) Regulation, 1987 

(2) It shah, come into force at once. 


2. In section 31A of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands Regulation, 1876, Regulation 
after the First proviso and before the Explanation, the following proviso< HI of 
shall be inserted, namely;— 

“Provided further that where any such liquor is for consumption by 
the personnel of the naval, military or air force or of any other armed 
force of the Union, the rate of such duty shall not exceed half the rate 
of duty set forth in the Schedule against the description of that liquor.”.
